Town councillors in Niagara- 
on-the-Lake want to be more 
involved in the preparation and 
scrutiny of the annual operating 
and capital budgets. 

On Monday, they gave prelimi¬ 
nary approval to a financial advi¬ 
sory committee that would meet 
during committee of the whole 
meetings when there are items 
on the agenda that impact the 

In March, a motion by Coun. 
Paolo Miele directed staff to cre¬ 
ate a budget committee, com¬ 
prised of at least four councillors 

prior to each annual budget to 
study it in detail. 

The staff report councillors saw 
Monday was not what Miele was 
expecting. It recommended a 
finance advisory committee be 
added to the other Town advi¬ 
sory committees. 

Miele said the intent of his 
motion was to create a commit¬ 
tee that would meet prior to the 
adoption of the annual budgets 
for a line by line review of each 
item. He said he does not feel 
there are enough opportunities 
with the current timelines for 
council to do that.

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Planning committee says no to John St. townhouses

turned down on

There was no opposi¬ 
tion to a proposed four- 


unit townhouse develop¬ 
ment on John St. in the 
Old Town at a public 
meeting Monday, but 
town councillors turned 

The application called 
for an amendment to the 
zoning bylaw to build the 
complex at 135 John St. 
West between Gate and 
Victoria streets. The prop¬ 
erty was formerly the site 
of the Region's water 

Coun. Terry Flynn said 


he knows the develop¬ 
ment meets provincial 
guidelines for intensifica¬ 
tion of properties within 
the Old Town's urban 
area, but he is concerned 
about its impact on the 
streetscape where there 
are mainly single- family 
detached homes. 

“It seems to be a very 
tight fit for me,” said 
Flynn, referring to the 
19-ft. frontage for the 
homes. 

“I’m not in favour of 


townhouses in that area 
with that density.” 

Coun. John Wiens said 
this is the third large lot 
being considered for infill 
in this area and he would 
prefer to see two single¬ 
family houses built 
instead. 

“We need to supply 
growth to have young 
families buy into our 
community,” said Coun. 
Jim Collard. 

However, with the high 
prices in the Old Town for 


housing, “This may not 
be where young families 
are going to be,” he said. 

Collard said he suspects 
the developer will return 
to councillors with anoth¬ 
er plan that they may be 
able to support. 

Planning staff had rec¬ 
ommended approval of 
the zoning bylaw amend¬ 
ment for the townhouses 
to the community and 
development advisory 
committee. 

“(It) is consistent with 


provincial, regional and 
town planning policies,” 
staff reported,” the plan¬ 
ning report said. 

“The proposal respects 
the surrounding land uses 
and character of the area. 
It will be integrated well 
into the neighbourhood 
and is not anticipated to 
negatively impact sur¬ 
rounding lower density 

Council will make a 
final decision on the 
application next Monday.

The OMB recently sided with developers at 267 O'Connor 
Street and others who argued that the city shouldn’t be able 
to limit building height. 

The city says there has been a discussion process over a 
number of years to agree to the height restrictions and 
councillors voted to have it enshrined in the city's master 
planning document but the OMB has refused the move. 

The Ottawa Citizen reported that the OMB has stated that 
height restrictions should not be in planning documents but 
in zoning regulations.

Amnesty members have global impact 


Letter writing is a lost art to most of 
us, but not to members of Amnesty 
International. 

The letters written to free those 
wrongly imprisoned around the 
world have always been an integral 
part of the work of Amnesty 
International members, and 
numbers show - numbers that 
represent people freed from a 
lifetime under horrid conditions in 
prison - that 53 years of human rights 
activism through words on paper 
have changed lives. 

Last year, Amnesty International 
reported that hundreds of thousands 
of people in 143 countries around 
the world took a record-breaking 
2,373,422 actions. Featured prisoners 
of conscience were released, and 
nearly all of the individuals whose 
cases were featured but who were not 
released reported that the activism 
generated by the letter-writing 
campaign helped to encourage them 
through their struggle for justice. 

Since Amnesty began its letter¬ 
writing campaign, 40,000 people 
have been released from prison 
because of the words and actions 
taken by individuals around the 


world, including the members of our 
local branch. 

Amnesty asks for a five-minute 
hand-written letter, saying this 
would have more influence on a 
government leader than hundreds of 
emails. All the tips for letter-writing 
are on the Amnesty website, and you 
don’t have to be a member or go to 
meetings to take a few minutes to 
write a letter. 

This week, our local members 
were writing to free a Canadian 
citizen, a husband and father 
living in Burlington who has been 
imprisoned, with a life sentence, in 

This hits far too close to home. 

Congratulations to Amnesty 
members who continue to work for 
human rights, and to those of us 
who haven't, it will take only a few 
minutes to check out the Amnesty 
website, and just a few more minutes 
to pen a note. The more support 
wrongly imprisoned human rights 
activists receive through letters to 
government leaders, including our 
own, the more likely they are to see 
freedom. 

Five minutes is all it takes.

Heritage property 
owners should 
appeal high taxes 

Once again the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake Chamber of 
Commerce is pitching for 
the heritage property own¬ 
ers (Niagara Advance, May 
14) and it’s all supposedly 
because of the high prop¬ 
erty value assessments. 

To quote lanice Thomson, 
executive director, “it is criti¬ 
cal to note that the reduc¬ 
tion in taxes is not simply 
to provide funds for re-in- 
vestment it was originally to 
address crippling increases.” 

If these property owners 


feel the assessments are to 
high, they can appeal, oth¬ 
erwise pay up or move on. 

There is already a grant 
program in place, but 
according to the cham¬ 
ber, it is cumbersome to 
administer. One wouldn't 
want to stress or incon¬ 
venience the owners of 
these high value proper¬ 
ties with a ‘cumbersome’ 
grant application process. 

According to the cham¬ 
ber's argument, in 2013 alone 
these hard-done by heritage 
property owners collectively 
would have benefited from 
a tax reduction of $1.8 mil¬ 
lion. This social assistance 
program would have cre¬ 


ated a shortfall of $313,238 
for the Town, to be covered 
by the rest of us. In addi¬ 
tion, the Region would also 
be on the hook for $824,000. 
Putting aside the provincial 
share of $671,000, both the 
Town’s and Region’s share of 
$1,137,238 would have to be 
paid for by us local taxpayers. 

Why does council spend 
money to hire a consult¬ 
ant rather than directly ask 
taxpayers the only perti¬ 
nent question, "Are you will¬ 
ing to pay higher taxes to 
provide social assistance to 
these high market value her¬ 
itage property owners?”

Time to trim overgrown shrubs 


Rooting 
cuttings can

This erratic weather is 
causing all sorts of head¬ 
aches for gardeners. 

When that frost warn¬ 
ing came I realized I had 
completely forgotten all 
about my "solar protec¬ 
tion" plan, so I started 
looking for medium-sized 
flat rocks (about the size 
of the palm of your hand) 
then discovered I had 
stored last year's supply 
in a planter so I was all 
set.

Now, for those who 
have not tried this before, 
I find it gives peace of 
mind when you have help 
with the temperature 
around any new plant¬ 
ings. The theory being 
the rocks absorb the heat 


of the sun by day and 
release it back to the 
plants at night, and gives 
the roots a cool place to 
develop. 

On top of that it stops 
things from drying out too 
quickly - at least that is 
my theory. 

As predicted, the cra- 
bapple tree is green and 
the lawn is pink - however 
to make up for it the 
viburnum is now bloom¬ 
ing beautifully and I 
understand some of it's 
offspring (cuttings I took 
some time ago) are now 
blooming too. 

Now that all the shrubs 
are 'leafed out' you may 
find some have grown too 


large, so cut back as need¬ 
ed and use the best of 
your trimmings as cut¬ 
tings. Just remove the 
leaves near the end of the 
stalk, cut the stalk at an 
angle, dip it in rooting 
compound, push it into 
the soil in a pot, or in a 
sheltered place in the gar¬ 
den, water now and then 
and await results. 

It does not always work 
but I feel a great sense of 
achievement when it

Accessing medical records a Canadian cultural problem 


Should be as 
easy as banking 
online 

These days many of us 
do our banking online, 
order books through 
Amazon and provide all 
manner of sensitive 
information to govern¬ 
ment agencies: think 
passport and Nexus card 
renewals. 

We’re comfortable 
passing information to 
and fro with our accoun¬ 
tants and financial con¬ 
sultants and while we’re 
a little uncomfortable 
these days what with all 
sorts of malware and the 
risks of identity theft, we 
none-the-less plow ahead 
with fingers crossed, 
updates to our antivirus 
and malware software 
in-hand and increasingly 
impossible to remember 
passwords. 

Mind you when a pres¬ 
ident, major corporations

and banks and even 
security agencies can be 
hacked maybe we’re a 
little too trusting. 

But the point is that 
many of use share sensi¬ 
tive information over the 
Internet about our finan¬ 
cial and legal status reg- 

And so with the health 
care system. 

Despite the boondog¬ 
gles associated the entry 
of electronic records, 


they’re with us for the 
foreseeable future. At 
least we can read the 
records, which is a great 
improvement over most 
physicians’ scribbles 
including my own. And 
no, we didn’t take special 
courses in how to make 
our writing all but 
impossible to read 
including ourselves after 
only a few minutes. 

Now that we’ve estab¬ 
lished the precedent of 
sharing sensitive and 
personal information 
over the internet, why 
does the health care sys¬ 
tem seem so reluctant to 
make it as easy for us to 
access our health care 
records as we access our 
bank accounts? 

When I practiced in 
the U.S. at the New 
England Medical Center 
(Now Tift’s University 
Medical Center) we were 
encouraged keep in 
touch with our patients 
through email. 

The great fear was that 


physicians would face 
strings of emails every¬ 
day and weekend. 
Surprisingly it wasn’t 
abused. Further, patients 
expected and received 
copies of their medical 
records when they asked, 
including copies of what¬ 
ever imaging studies 

Makes sense, doesn’t 
it? Provided the proper 
precautions were in 
place to make sure the 
information went only to 
the patient or someone 
legally designated to act 
for the patient. 

Again there was some 
fear that the information 
might fall into the wrong 
hands or lead to misun¬ 
derstandings between 
patients and their physi¬ 
cians, and again this 
didn’t happen. 

So why do Canadians 
have so much trouble 
accessing their medical 
records and their physi- 

I believe it’s a cultural 


problem. Canadian phy¬ 
sicians and the health 

believe Canadians can’t 
be trusted with informa¬ 
tion about their health 
and have no right to the 
information in those 
medical records, except 
that provided by and fil¬ 
tered by their physicians. 

I don’t believe that’s in 
the best interests of 
Canadians. I believe we 
should have the right to 
see and possess copies of 
our health care records 
should we ask and 
should be treated as 
partners in care, not 
dummies. 

Possessing copies of 
medical records in PDF 
form, and password pro¬ 
tected, is a big boon if 
you travel much. 

The whole InfoHealth 
program was predicated 
on the belief that the 
more patients know 
about their health, the 
better the decisions they 
can make. 


We need to remember 
that it is our health that 
we’re talking about and 
just as in the case of 
legal documents such as 
wills, powers of attorney 
and financial records, we 
have a right to the infor¬ 
mation we need to make 
responsible decisions 
about our health, wheth¬ 
er it is financial or medi¬ 
cal. 

Dr. Bill Brown was 
head of neurology at the 
University Hospital in 
London before moving to 
Tufts University and the 
New England Medical 
Centre in Boston, MA. He 
now lives in NOTL and is 
a professor of medicine in 
neurology at McMaster 
University.

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Magic to spare in Shaw’s Peter and the Starcatcher

Though it isn’t on the 
main stage, Peter and the 
Starcatcher feels like the 
main event at this year’s 
Shaw Festival. It has all the 
hype, all the t-shirts, all the 
swagger of a big summer 

Indeed, this prequel to 
Peter Pan feels like a super¬ 
hero origin tale at times, 
setting the table for J.M. 
Barrie’s classic. But in one 
of the most unique pro¬ 


ductions the Shaw has 
likely ever staged, director 
Jackie Maxwell takes a 
threadbare approach to an 
epic story. Actors become 
props, narrators step out of 
scenes, and big action 
sequences are depicted 
with nothing but ropes and 
flowing fabric. 

It's not just a cheeky cel¬ 
ebration of theatre, it caters 
to the sort of childhood 
imagination which could 
turn any backyard into the 
Shaw Festival for an after- 

This is a personal tri¬ 


All of this bombards you 
early on, but like a rapid- 
fire episode of 30 Rock, 
once you fall in rhythm it’s 

Happer, especially, 
bangs off several hilarious 
scenes as a pirate believ¬ 
ing his own press. It’s a 
physical, full-on perfor¬ 
mance, which only gets 
better as he (inevitably) 
loses a hand and slowly 
transforms into you-know- 

Happer has been one of 
Shaw's most interesting 
actors for a few seasons 
now. With endless puns 
and self-mocking villainy, 
he’s at his brilliant best as 
Black Stache. 

The play’s unique 
approach offers other sur¬ 
prises, from Jenny Wright's 
aerial acrobatics, to the 
normally stoic Graeme 
Somerville hamming it up 
as the Neverland’s captain, 
to Besworth’s sweetly 
heroic Molly, cutting 
through all the yuks with a 
beautiful final scene that 
captures Peter Pan’s magi¬ 
cal longevity. 

Your tolerance for silli¬ 
ness may be tested, as the 
two-and-a-half hours feels 
about 30 minutes too long. 
But it’s hard to begrudge a 
show with puns like 
"You’ve made your bed, 
Pan.” At one point, some¬ 
one is told to hurry up 
because "people have paid 
for parking.’' Even the Shaw 
Festival gets referenced. 

It offers plenty for both 
kids and adults. Peter Pan 
fans will devour it. For

The plaques have been 
repaired, the book has 
been published, and St. 
Mark’s Church is ready to 
honour those of the par¬ 
ish who served in the 
First World War. 

A dedication of 1920 
memorial plaques will be 
held during A Service of 
Remembrance, Sunday, 

Fred Habermehl nd 
Donald Combe, with help 
from other members of 
the church’s archives 
committee, have pre¬ 
pared biographical 
sketches of 77 people 
named on the plaques, 
and have published the 
information in St. Mark’s 
Memorials to the Great 
War. 

The book will be avail¬ 


able at the reception fol¬ 
lowing the service. 

About seven or eight 
years ago the tin war 
memorial was found in a 
pile of rubbish, says 
Combe. 

It is thought that it hung 
on the wall of the church 
until the 1960s, when it 
was removed during a 
renovation and never 
replaced, said Combe. 

Parishioner Don 
MacLeod, known for 
being good at attention 
to detail, has completed 
the painstaking job of 
painting over the names 
on the plaques, which 
were hand-written, with¬ 
out the help of stencils. 

Now, as part of First 
World War commemora¬ 
tions, it’s time for the 
memorial to be repatri¬ 
ated to a place of distinc¬ 
tion in the church, said 
Combe. 

There are First World 


War veterans who are 
buried in the church cer¬ 
emony who are not in the 
book or on the plaques, 
says Combe, but the 
memorial really honours 
and pays respect to all 
veterans, he says. 

The dedication service 
will also include readings 
and hymns appropriate 
to the First World War 
era, says Rev. Bob 
Wright. 

He is issuing an invita¬ 
tion to all those who want 
to pay their respects and 
give thanks to those who 
perished in service to 
their country to attend. 


The memorial plaques from 
1920 will be dedicated at a 
church service at St. Mark’s 
Sunday, June 7, by Bishop 
Ralph Spence.

Fire at Oban 
destroys 
laundry area 

When firefighters responded to a fire alarm at the Oban 
Inn in Niagara-on-the-Lake late Tuesday, May 19, hotel 
guests had already been evacuated by staff and were stand¬ 
ing outside on Gate St., waiting to see if they’d be able to go 
back to their rooms. 

The NOTL fire department received a remote alarm call 
first, at about 11:30 p.m. Tuesday, and then an upgraded 
alarm that it was a working fire, said Fire Chief Alex Burbidge. 
About 25 volunteer firefighters from Virgil and the Old Town 
stations attended. The fire was in the laundry room, which 
is behind the spa and pool and separate from the inn and 

Because the main building had filled with heavy smoke, 
guests of the 16 occupied rooms were very quickly relocated 
to other hotels in town, Burbidge said, but they were able to 
go back in as floors were cleared to pick up their luggage. 

A breezeway connects the laundry room to the kitchen, 
and the outside kitchen door was scorched, but although 
the laundry room was gutted, the fire was stopped before it 
spread any further, the fire chief said. 

“The staff were very efficient. They knew exactly what to 
do and did it. When the alarm went, they located the fire, 
called 911, and got everyone out in a very orderly fashion. 
They were able to confirm to us that everyone was out of the 
building and accounted for" he said. 

Restoration crews began cleanup once the fire was out, 
and the inn and restaurant were open by Wednesday eve¬ 
ning. 

The source of the fire was electrical, and damage was esti¬ 
mated at about $75,000, said Burbidge. 

A couple from Northern Ontario, parking their car in the 
Oban lot Wednesday afternoon, said they were staying in 
the Oban House, which is separate from die inn, and were 
able to return to their room for the night. They were outside 
only for a very short time, and had high praise for the pro¬ 
fessionalism of the staff. The incident had not spoiled their 
holiday in any way, and they said although it was their first 
visit to the hotel, they would be back. 

The last time guests had to be evacuated from the historic 
Oban Inn was Christmas evening, 1992. 

That night, with 12 of the rooms occupied, and another 
170 people eating Christmas dinner in the restaurant, the 
fire broke out in one of the third-storey guest rooms. All 
escaped unharmed, but while a crowd of about 200 people 
gathered outside to watch, the fire destroyed the well- 
known historic inn, a wooden structure built in 1824, then 
owned by Gary Burroughs. Firefighters battled through the 
wind and extreme cold, as water from their hoses was blown 
back onto their masks, freezing instantly and making it dif¬ 
ficult for them to see. They couldn’t reach the second and 
third stories of the building, with the floors judged unsafe 
and the roof as slick as glass. That origin of that fire too was 
likely electrical. 

Burroughs, determined to rebuild the hotel as a replica of 
what it was, had spoken to an architect within days of the 
fire, and the hotel was open in time for Christmas the fol¬ 
lowing year. He had been allowed back into the building the 
next day to salvage the framed photographs decorating the 
walls of Shaw actors, directors and others involved with the 
festival, many of whom frequented the Oban Inn, so they 
could be back in their familiar places in the new building. 

That night in 1992 the Oban House was also unscathed by 
the fire - the only part of the inn that remained intact. 

The main building, now owned by local businesswoman 
Si Wai Lai, was completely renovated in 2006, and has a 
sprinkler system, but the laundry room structure had not 
been updated, and had no sprinklers, said Burbidge.

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Students tour Niagara College 
to learn about biodiversity

The next generation of 
conservationists hiked 
through the wetlands at 
Niagara College on Friday 
to get a better under¬ 
standing of the biological 
richness of the Niagara- 
on-the-Lake campus. 

"We’re going to inherit 
the earth and the state of 
the planet so it’s really up 
to us to make changes,” 
said Grace Pitman, 24, an 
integrated biology stu¬ 
dent at the University of 
Guelph. 

Pitman was among 
about 30 university and 
college students from 
across Ontario who took 
part in the tour which was 
part of the Ontario 
Biodiversity Summit 2015 
held in Niagara Falls. 

College students, staff, 
faculty and grads lead the 
delegates on a hike 
through the nearby wet¬ 
land system and along 
the escarpment. 

The wetlands areas 
were once lagoons used 

"We've been restoring 
them for the past 15 
years,” said Alan Unwin, 
associate dean of the col¬ 
lege's School of 
Environment and 
Horticultural Studies. 

The tour, he said, not 
only focused on the col¬ 
lege’s academic programs 
but also highlighted the 
importance of biodiver- 

“Our campus has grown 
exponentially in terms of 
biological richness 


through conservation, 
habitat enhancement, 
and restoration and edu¬ 
cation,” Unwin said. 

Niagara College, which 
has incorporated several 
renewable-energy tech¬ 
nologies into its opera- 

mental technician diplo¬ 
ma program and graduate 
programs in ecosystem 
restoration and environ¬ 
mental management and 
assessment. 

The Biodiversity 
Education and Awareness 
Network, a network of 
organizations working 
together to promote an 
increased awareness and 
understanding of biodi¬ 
versity, says it’s important 
that young people gain an 
understanding of the state 
of biodiversity in Ontario. 

"It is so important that 
they experience the great 
outdoors, because 
through those experienc¬ 
es they develop lasting 
personal connections - 
connections that allow 
them to understand, 
appreciate and conserve 
the natural world,” said 
Jessica Ferguson, network 
co-ordinator. 

The three-day Ontario 
Biodiversity Summit 2015 
connected environmental 
experts, scientists and 
academics from across 
Ontario. The students 
participated as Young 
Leaders for Biodiversity. 

“I have enjoyed it tre¬ 
mendously,” Pitman said 

"It has been amazing to 
be able to join other 
young leaders to discuss 
biodiversity issues.” 

Canada has set biodi¬ 
versity targets to be 
reached by 2020 to guide 
action on the conserva¬ 
tion and sustainable use 
of living resources in 
Canada.

It’s called The Secret 
Gardens ofNiagara-on-the- 
Lake, and one of the eight 
on the 10th annual Shaw 
Guild Garden Tour is about 
as private as you can get in 
an urban area. 

Peter Babcock's home on 
Johnson St. has a narrow 
frontage, with house and 
garage completely conceal¬ 
ing the spectacular scene 
that stretches out behind, 
and the delightful wonders 
hidden from the street 

A narrow path between 
neighbours leads to a green 
and white oasis, which is 
described in the garden 
tour literature as “classical 
Greece comes to Niagara." 

Babcock razed the yard 
back to bare dirt in 2006, 


and began work on a blank 

Today, stone walkways 
lead from the front of the 
50-foot wide property, 
along either side of a mani¬ 
cured lawn marked at its 
comers with cast-iron life- 
sized stames, each repre¬ 
senting one of the seasons, 
to a reflecting pool sur¬ 
rounded by a low hedge of 
white vinca. 

Surrounded by large 
trees, shrubs and hedges 
that provide privacy, die 
formal garden is scattered 
with bits of whimsey that 
reflect the personality of 
the owner, who has man¬ 
aged to bring a warm, infor¬ 
mal and welcoming char¬ 
acter that belies the sym¬ 
metrical order he has cre¬ 
ated. 

He has chosen green and 
white as a colour theme - 


the odd red tulip or purple 
violet has crept in, but most 
of the flowering plants, 
including roses, potted 
geraniums and petunias, 
are white. 

Yet he has a selection of 
plants, shrubs and peren¬ 
nials that takes five pages to 
list, so there is a huge vari¬ 
ety of shapes and textures 
to provide interest all sea- 

The outbuildings, which 
he says were a feature of 
many 1800s properties, 
mirror his 1843 home, with 
dijon-coloured siding and 
various shades of green 
trim, in Greek revival style. 

The largest, at the far end 
of the 208-foot deep prop¬ 
erty, is his woodworking 
shop, the two smaller struc¬ 
tures on either side a play 
house and a tool shed, both 
unfinished inside. And 


although there are no kids 
left among his relatives - 
they’ve all grown up, he 
says - he has a child-sized 
door on the playhouse that 
can be locked on the inside 
to keep adults out 

He’s happy to share his 
garden with anyone who is 
interested, he adds, and 
looks forward to the tour. 

Babcock’s is one of eight 
of the gardens open to visi¬ 
tors during the 10th annual 
Shaw Guild Garden Tour, 
which takes place Saturday, 
June 6, from 10 a.m. to 4 

Many varieties of native 


and exotic plants, trees, and 
perennials will be on dis¬ 
play in lovely and historic 
Old Town surroundings. 

Master Gardeners will be 
on site to answer questions, 
and feature sheets will be 
available so what you see 
can be reproduced at

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Amnesty members writing to free Canadian citizen 


> Burlington man 
sentenced to life 
in Chinese 
prison for 
human rights 
activism, says 
Amnesty 
Ryan Gaio

That’s a message the 
Niagara-on-the-Lake 
branch of Amnesty 
International believes in, 
and it is their hope that 
the written word can be 
used to correct social 
injustices, as they gath¬ 
ered at the community 
Center last Thursday to 
write letters on behalf of a 
Canadian citizen wrong¬ 
fully imprisoned in 

The letter-writing event 
began with an inspiring 
talk by Wilf Ruland, the 
Canadian coordinator in 
charge of the case of 
Huseyin Celil, a 
Burlington man who has 
been unfairly jailed in 
China since 2006. 

Ruland describes 
Huseyin Celil’s story as 
one that “could be made 
into a movie.” Celil origi¬ 
nally lived in Xinjiang, a 
province of China that 
has been continuously 
mistreated by the Chinese 
government. In the 1990s, 
he was imprisoned, beat¬ 
en, and tortured for 
speaking out on behalf of 
his people, the Uighurs, a 
small minority ethnic 


group native to the 

He fled the country, 
escaping through the 
mountains on foot and by 
hitchhiking, until he 
reached Turkey, where he 
was quickly granted refu¬ 
gee status by the United 
Nations. 

He decided to come to 
Canada, along with his 
wife, originally from 
Uzbekistan, and their 
children. The family set¬ 
tled down in Burlington, 
and Celil became a 
Canadian citizen in 2005. 
His life was good. 

In 2006, Celil returned 
to Uzbekistan to care for 
his failing mother-in-law. 
Unbeknownst to him, the 
Chinese authorities had 
issued a bounty for his 



Huseyin Celil is a Canadian 
citizen wrongly imprisoned 
for life in China, say 
Amnesty members. 

The Uzbek police 
detained and arrested 
him, and he was sent back 
to China, where he was 
given an unfair trial and a 


He has been held in 
solitary confinement 
since, is extremely mal¬ 
nourished, and has had 
very little contact with his 
wife and children here in 
Ontario. 

Although the Chinese 
government charged Celil 
with "terrorism,” Amnesty 
International believes he 
is in fact being persecuted 
for human rights activ- 

Thus, many Canadian 
branches, including the 
local NOTL one, are call¬ 
ing for a fair retrial or his 
immediate release from 
prison. 

Ruland, who remains in 
close contact with Celil’s 
spouse and children in 
Burlington, expressed 
optimism for Celil, noting 
that Amnesty 


International has had 
success with similar cases 
in the past, though it 
requires dedication and 
perseverance. 

Following Ruland’s talk 
about Huseyin Celil’s 
story, attendees wrote let¬ 
ters to important figures 
such as the head of the 
Chinese prison where 
Celil is being held, and 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper, amongst others. 
The event also included a 
brainstorming session to 


think of other ways to 
help Huseyin Celil. 

The local branch is 
holding an informal pot- 
luck dinner and get-to¬ 
gether on June 17, and 
invites anyone interested 
in learning more about 
Huseyin Celil’s case, or 
any of the other causes 
Amnesty International is 
involved in.
